Nov. 27.) in the fame 
Term; and for our ſaid Lord the King, 
ives this Court tounderſtand and be in- 
Drma , That the Mayor and Com- 
monalty and Citizens of the City of 
London aforeſaid, for the ſpace of one 
month laſt paſt, and longer, have uſed; 
and do yet uſe, and claim to have and uſe 
(without any Warrant or Royal Grant ) 
within the City of ' London aforeſaid, 
and the Liberties and Precin&s of the 
{aid City, divers Liberties, Priviledges, 
and Franchiſes following, to wit, To 
be of themſelves one Body Corporate 
and Politick, in the Name of the Mayor 
and Commonalty and Citizens of the 
City of London, and by the ſame Name 
to implead and be impleaded, to anſwer 
and be anſwered ; And alſo to have a 
Sheritt of the City and County of the 
City of London, and to Nominate and 
Elect out of themſelves two perſons, One 
to be the Sheriff of the City aforeſaid, 
and of the County of the ſame City, and 
him ſo nominated and eletted to prefer 
and conſtitute Sheriff of rhe City afore- 
ſaid and of the County of the faid City; 
for the Execution and Return of all 
Breve's, Bills, and Precepts of our Lord 
the King, for the adminiſtrationand exe- 
cution of the Juſtice within the City

that behalf. Fg andevery of which Li- 
berties, Priviledges, and Franchiſes, the 
faid Mayor and A and Citi- 
zens of the City of Loxdon atoreſaid, for 
all the faid time, have uſurped, and do 
ſtill uſurp over our faid Lord the King, 
to the contempt of our ſaid Lord the 
King, and to the great damage and pre- 
judice of his Prexogative Royal. Where- 
upon the ſaid Attorney-General of our 
Lord the King, doth defire for our faid 
Lord the King the Advice of this Court 
in the premifies, and due courſe of Law 
to be made againſt the ſaid Mayor and 
Commonalty and Citizens of the City 
of London atorefaid on this behalf, to an- 
ſwer cur ſaid Lord the King, By what 
Warrant they claim to have, uſe and

Nd the faid Mayor and 
Commonalty and Citi- 
zens of the City of Z0#- 

don, by Bendif Brown their Attor- 

ney, came and had Hearing of the 

Information aforeſaid, by colour of 

which Information they are Proſc- 


cuted and may be hereatter burthen- 


ed vexed and difquieted, and that 
unjuſtly,becauſe by Proteſtation that 
in the ſaid Information there is n9- 
thing contain'd material or ſufhicient 
in the Law, to which Information 
they have no neceflity, nor by the 
Law of the Land they ought to be 
held in any manner to Anſwer ne- 
vertheleſs for Plea; for as much as 
the Liberties, Privitedges and Fran- 
chizes following, viz. They the faid 
Mayor and Commonalty and Citi- 
zens of the City of London to be of 
themſelves one Body Corporate and 
Politick in matter fa@ and name, by 
the Name of Mayor and Commo- 
nalty and Citizens of the City of 
London, and by that Name to Plead 
and be Impleaded,to Anſwer, and be 
Anſwered in the Information above 
ſpecified, the ſaid Mayor Comona!- 
ty and Citizens of the City of Lozx- 
don ſay, That our ſaid Soveraign 
Lord the King that now is, ought 
not by occaſion thereof to Impeach 
or undoe them, becauſe he faith, 
That the ſaid City of London is, and 
trom which time beyond the memo- 
ry of Man was an Ancient City ; 
and that the Citizens of the ſaid Ci- 
ty are, and from that time out of 

mx. 
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mind were one Body Corporate and 
Politick in Matter, Fa&t, and Name, 
by the name of Mayor and Commo- 
nalty and Citizens of- the City of 
London, and by that Name during 
that time have Pleaded, and were 
Impleaded; have Anſwered, and 
were Anſwered, and to Plead and be 
Impleaded, to Anſwer and be An- 
{wered, and during the time afore- 
ſaid have been uſed and accuſtomed. 
And that in the Great Charter of the 


Liberties of England in the Parlia-' 


ment of our Soveraign Lord Henry 
the Third ſometime King of Eng- 
land , at Weſtminſter 1n the County 
of Middleſex, in the Ninth Year of 
his Reign, held, made and provided 
itis contained, That the Citizens of 


London ſhould have all their ancient 


Liberties and Cuſtoms; And the 
faid Mayor and Commonalty 6 Ct- 
tizens of the City of Loxdon further 
fay, That the faord Edward the 
Third ſometimes King of England, 
in his Parliament at Weſtminſter in 
the County of Middleſex,in the Firſt 
Year of his Reign held, by which his 
Charter, with the conſent of the 
Prelates, Earls Barons and the 
whole Commonalty of his Realm in 
his ſaid Parliament at Weſtminſter 
aforeſaid were Aſſembled. And by 
the Authority of the ſaid Parliament 
was then Confirmed to the Citizens 
of the City of London aforeſaid, the 
Liberties tollowing ( amongſt other 
things) to hold to themſelves and 
their Succeſlors for Ever, firſt of all 
in reciting: That whereas in the 
Great Charter of the Liberties of 
England it is contained, That 
the City of London ſhould have 
all their ancient Liberties and Cu- 
{toms ; And that the ſaid Citizens, 
at the time of making the ſaid Char- 
ter, and in the times of King Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor, and of William

verſe Liberties and Cuſtoms have 
had: not only by the Charters of 
their Progenitors, but alſo of other 
Charters of ancient cuſtom, tae ſa:d 
King Edward the Third did givean 
grant ior himſelf and his Heirs by 
thote Charters, by the Author.ty 
aforeſaid , that the. ſaid Citizens 
ſhall have their Liberties according 
tothe form of the Great Charcer 
atorefaid ; And that tor any perſo- 
nal Tranſgreſſion or perſonal Judg- 
ment of any Officer ot rhe ſaid City, 
the Liberty of that City ſhall. nor 
be taken into the hands of King Ed- 
ward. the Third or his Succcilors, 
but. ſuch Officer for ſuch Offence 
ſhall be required and punithed, as by 
the ſaid Charter , bearing date at 
Weſtminſter aforeſaid, the ſixth day 
of March, inthe firſt Year of the 
Reign of the ſaid King Edward the 
Firft under his Great Seal of Zng- 
land, brought here in Court, among 
other. things more fully doth ap- 
pear. And the faid Mayor, Com- 
monalty and Citizens of the: City 
of Londox further. ſay, That-at-the 
inſtance {and at the requeſt of the 
Commonalty of the Kealm of Zug. 
land) in the Parliament.of our ſaid 
Lord Richard the Second, \ late King 
of Exgland, after the Conqueſt, at 
Weſtminſter atoreſaid, in the ſeventh 
Year of his Reign, held and afſem- 
bled for the greater quiet and peace 
among the Subjects of the late King, 
and. for the publick good, all Cu- 
ſtoms, Liberries, Priviledges, and 
Franchiſes of the ſaid City then to 
the Citizens of that City and their 
Succeſlors, although they have not 
been uſed or abuſed, have been rati- 
fied and confirmed by the Authority 
of the ſaid Parliament. And that 
our Lord Henry the Sixth, late King 
of England , by his Letters Pa- 
teats, 1caled with his Great Seal of 
England, bearing date at Weſtmin- 
fer atorcſaid,, the ſixth day of 
C Ottober 
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Ofober, in the Twenty third Year 
of his Reign, which the ſaid May- 
or, Commonalty and Citizens of 
the City of London brings here in 
Court tor their Heirs and Succeſ- 
fors, did confirm to the Mayor 
and Commonalty , and to the Ci- 
tizens of the City of London and 
their Succeſſors , all and fingular 
their Liberties, Franchizes , and 
free Cuſtoms , ſo whole and un- 
touched in any time of the Pro- 
genitors of the late King Henry 
the Sixth, when as more free- 
ly and better they had the ſame, 
as by the ſaid Letters Patents, a- 
mong other things more fully ap- 
pears. And that our Lord Edward 
the Fourth, late King of England, 

his Letters Patents, under his 
Great Seal of England, bearing date 
at Weſtminſter atoreſaid, the Ninth 
day of November , in the. Second 
Year of his Reign, . which the ſaid 
Mayor and Commonalty_ and Ci- 
tizens of the City of Loxdox brings 
here in Court, for themſelves and 
their Heirs , did confirm to the 
Mayor and Commonalty and to 
the Citizens of the City of Lox- 


don and their Succeſlors for ever, 


all and ſingular their Liberties , 
Franchizes and free Cuſtoms , ſo 
whole and untouched, like as to 
them in any time of the Progeni- 
tors of the ſaid late King Edward 
the Fourth , they have had and 
' held more quiet and free. And 

further, the frid late King Edward 


the Fourth, by his Letters Patents, 
did grant to the faid Mayor and, 


Commonalty and to the Citizens , 
that although they or their Prede- 
ceſſors, or the Mayor and Alder- 


men of the faid City or their Pre-. 


deceſſors- before or ſucceeding then: 
from thence after any or to any 
Liberties, did quietly grant the 
Order of Articles or tree Cuſtoms, 


or of any other in the ſaid Letters: .
